NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


We published last week the greater part of a despatch on the Jews in Russia 
which was addressed to Mr. Lowell, the American Minister in London, by Mr. 
Secretary Blaine. The object of the despatch was to secure joint action between 
the British and American Governments, for the purpose of obtaining a vetter 


treatment of the Jewish subjects-of the Czar. It even foreshadowed a combina-_ 


tion of civilised Powers, with a view to impressing on the Russian Government 
the necessity of ameliorating the condition of the Jews. The despatch is marked 
by a directness and plainness of speech which, we are bound to say, contrasts, 
only too forcibly with the tone and contents of letters on the same subject 
which have been penned at our Foreign Office. “It cannot,” says Mr. Blaine 
“but be inexpressibly painful to the enlightened statesmen of Great Britain, as 
well as of America, to see a discarded prejudice of the dark ages gravely revived 
at this day—to witness an attempt to base the policy of a great and sovereign 
state on the mistaken theory that thrift is a crime of which the unthrifty are the 
innocent victims.’ If the despatch had been written by Jewish hands it could 
not have beenmore sympathetic. The lessons taught by the persecution of the 
Jews in Spain and Central Europe are insisted upon, and the true cause of Jewish 
isolation is correctly indicated. ‘ The old tradition moves inits unvarying circle 
—the Hebrews are made a people apart from other people, not of their own voli- 
tion, but becaused they have been repressed and ostracised by the communities 
iu which they resided. , oe © + In Great Britain and the United States 
the Israelite is not separated from his fellow-men. His equal part in) our social 
framework is unchallenged, his thrift and industry add to the wealth of the 
State, and his loyalty and patriotism are unquestioned.” We fear that these

THE “BIBLICAL FRATERNITY.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1r,—It will be remembered by all who feel a deeper interest in the destinies 
of our race, how, some wecks since, a sensational communication in the Zimes from 
a certain Bishop Titcomb proclaimed, on the authority of a very uncertain Rev. 
Mr. Hefter, of Frankfort-on-Maine, the flourishing condition of a reform movement 
amongst the Jews of Russia, which was evidently tending towards Christianity. 

The writer of these lines, to whom the reverend (?) authority quoted was known

A sort of religiously nihilist‘c reform movement was certainly initiated some 
time since under the auspices of five crassly ignorant modern evangelists, two ele- 
mentary teachers, Priluker in Odessa, and Gorodin in Elisabethgrad; a_ petty

They styled themselves the “ Biblical Fraternity,” and inaugurated their efforts 
to spread their other and better views by a furious onslaught upon the Talmud and 
all who follow its lead—the overwhelming majority of the Russian Jews— engaging 
as their auxiliary Dr, Portugalew, who, whilst opening a raking fire, honestly 
declares that he is absolutely ignorant of the very work that he condemns, 

What wonder that the sworn foe of Judaism in Russia, the Nomoje Wremji, 
welcomes the Jewish Reformers and their academically trained advocate 
ag its worthy coadjutors, regarding, as it expressly declares, the movement to be one 
which “ essentially tends towards Christianity, and must inevitably eventually lead 
to a fusion,” and highly applauds the moral courage that prompts them, “after having 
recognised the faults of Judaism, to preach the sanctity of Christian doctrine.” 

Those who would seek further information, will find it in the Jidische Presse of 
the 6th inst. ; but, in order to controvert the exaggerated statementin the Zimcs, it 
will suffice to quote the correspondent’s closing words : * On this occasion I may be 
permitted to assure the highly honoured Professor Dr, Delitasch in Leipzig, that he 
has been made the victim of a downright lie, if he has been induced to believe that 
Josef Rabinowitz in Kischinew has suceceded in founding ‘a Jewish National 
Society of the New Testament, which is daily increasing, and already numbers 200 
families” . . . .

Sirn,—In your issue of the I4th inst. your correspondent, “ An Ashkenazi,” 
offers an exp'anation of the rule laid down by the Sepharjim of Amsterdam regard- 
ing the admission of “German” Jews to the central portion of the Portuguese 
Synagogue, In the first part of his letter he practically admits the truth of my 
statement, but blames the administration of the German community as being the 
cause of it. I do not intend to question the assertion, but the fact remains, Again, 
at the conclusion of his letter, your corre-pondent wishes to infer that at times they 


(the Portuguese) depart from the rule, which statement I do not wholly credit. I 


do not for a moment wish to deny that such was the case at the Montefiore celebra- 
tion, but Iam sure that on every other occasion ‘the rule is strictly adhered to. 
The statements in my previous letter are founded on personal experience. I 
may mention that, although an inhabitant of London, Iam a native of Amsterdam, 
and some few years ago, while staying at the latter city, I was desirous of visiting 
the venerable Portuguese Synagogue,and when I attempted to pass the barrier into 
the central portion of the sacred edifice my progress was stopped by the beadle, who 
inquired my name and whether I was a Portuguese. On answering the latter query 
in the negative, he informed me that Ashkenazim were not admitted to the centre 
of the building ; and, notwithstanding that [ assured him I was a Londoner merely 
paying a visit, my admission was refused to the exclusive portion of the synagogue, 
I ask, Sir, Whether such Jaws are just ?

SOME REMOVABLE CAUSES OF THE J UDENHETZE —IlI. 
BY MRS. MARY BOOLE. 


The persecution of the Jews is of course a subject of intense interest to all 
classes. Wein England, who are at present mercifully «exempt from the terrible 
race-conflict, cannot but desire to lend such aid as we can, both to those who are 
bearing the suffering, and to those who are entangled in the shame and gin, And 
everything which can throw light on the causes of animosity seems to raise a hope 
of diminishing it, But whenever the Judenhetze is under discussicn, much force 
and time are wasted in stating and proving that envy of the commercial prosperity 
of the Jew is the main cause of his being disliked. Envy is of course the active 
cause . that might be assumed at starting. A quarter of a century ago, when the 
presént persecution had not begun, a lady in Germany expressed her detestation of 
the He»rew race in terms so strong as to excite my curiosity as to its motives. She 
was the daughter of a Mayence hotel-keeper, and had the passions of her kind ; but 
she had married a philosopher, and had learned from him something of the art of 
analysing prejudice. When pressed to account for her hatred, she answered with a 
list of Jewish virtues, including the statement that any number of married 
brothers and sisters can occupy tho different floors of the same house without 
quarrelling ; ‘‘we cannot do so,”’ she said, and described the advantage given to 
Jews over all other people, by their tenacity and union, She ended by saying that 
she heartily wished they might soon gain possession of the Holy: Land. “ My 
blessing should go with them,” she added; “for they are most worthy people; but 
we do not want them here ; for no one else can thrive where they are.” The ex-

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THE WESTERN SYNAGOGUE AND THE GERMAN SYNAGOGUE. 


November 21, 1884. 


A special general meeting of the members of the Western Synagogue was 
held on Sunday last, at the Synagogue Chambers, St. Alban’s Place, Haymarket, 
to approve the basis of proposed arrangement with the German Synagogue for 
burials in the new cemetery at Edmonton. There were prerent: Mr. S. V. 
ABRAHAM, Presiding Warden, in the Chair ; Messrs. Lewis Davis, H. Frander, I. 
Goodstein, J. Harris, Myer Harris, Moss Isaacs, Lewis Jacobs, Matthias Levy, E. 
Loewe, R. Lyon, E. Oppenheim, I. Rose, H. Samuel, Julius Sax, B. Van Raalte. 

The Secretary (Rev. L. Canter) read a letter of the 15th September from 
Mr. Louis Denhof, Honorary Secretary of the Gerinan Synagogue, which con- 
tained the words: 

‘ At the lost meeting it was suggested, that as your congregation has lately 
acquired a new burial ground, and might perhaps come to some arrangement with 
our congregation, consisting of about 100 members, you might kindly let us know 


on what terms such might be effected.” 


The CHAIRMAN stated that on the receipt of this application, which was 
entirely spontaneous, the Executive of the Synagogue formed themselves into a 
Sub-Committee, with the addition of Mr. E. Oppenheim, to devise a plan on 
which the privilege of burials in the new cemetery at Edmonton might be 
accorded to members of the German Synagogue. It was considered that if any 
arrangement acceptable to both congregations could be devised, it was the duty 
of the Western Synagogue to meet the wishes of the applicants. Accordingly, 
on the 6th October, a conference was held between the Executives of the two 
congregations, when the basis of an agreement was formulated, and the members. 
-of the synagogue were now asked to authorise the carrying out of the plan. The 


agreement was to hold good for a certain number of-years, and was subject to_ 


revision. 
The conditions were set forth in the following letter, written by the Secre- 


tary of the Western Synagogue on the &th October : 


“Tn reference to the conference of the 6th inst., the Executive of our Com- 
mittee are willing to submit for approval to our General Committee the following 
terms for the right of burial of your members in our cemetery at Edmonton: 1. 
Asum of £35 to be paid annually to include three graves free of charge (two 
children to be accounted as one adult), 2. A sum of £3 3s. foreach grave beyond 
this number. 3. Asumof £1 13, foreach child. 4. A sum of £5 5s. for reserved 
graves, ©, The German Synagogue to undertake the whole of their funeral arrange- 
ments and expenses, and conducted by their own officials,”’ 

To this letter the German Synagogue replied on the 15th October : 

“Ata Council mecting held for the purpose of discussing the terms submitted to 
usin reference to the burial ground, the Council expressed its willingness to aczept the 
t-rms proffered in your favour of the Sthinst., with the sole modification that you 
alter the condition of ‘three graves in one year’ to ‘nine graves in three years,’ I 
am at the same t'me instructed to say that the Council of our synagogue fully 


appreciates the just ard generous terms submitted to them by your Committee, and 
hopes that both parties will arrive at a satisfactory settlement. ’ 

Mr. Lewis Davis in answer to a question said that, as the Honorary Solicitor 
of the Congregation, it would be his duty to carry out the instructions he might 
receive inthismatter. The Executive had conducted the negotiations so ably 
that nothing additional sugyested itself. | 

Several other members, having approved both the principle and the details 
of the scheme, 

M. Lewis Jacops (one of the Trustees) moved that the Executive be em- 
powered to carry out the proposed arrangement with the German Synagogue, 
with the slight modification asked for by that body. | 

Mr. JuLiIvs SAX seconded the motion. 

Mr. Mattias Levy said that in coming to an arrangement with another 
congregation the Western Synagogue showed that it was no more exclusive in 
the present than it had been in the past, and would continue that liberal spirit 
by which it had always been actuated. There was in London a large unattached 
body of Jews having their small places of worship, but not possessing any 
burial ground. It was the duty of the Western Synagogue to offer to these 
bodies the best facilities for the use of their burial ground, whilst enabling them 
to preserve their independence. Such a course was preferable to being united in 
one body, and thus losing that independence which had always characterised the 
Jews throughout the world. | | | 

The CHAIRMAN, before putting the motion to the vote, said that the arrange- 
ment was not being made with the view of assisting the funds of the congre- 
gation. It was important to remember that the application directly emanated 
from the German Synagogue, and was not the result of any prior action on the 
part of their own congregation. An arrangement of a nature such as was 
about to be agreed to, would affect the community with respect to the question 
of pauper funerais. In another place it had been said that this class of funerals 
bore an unfavourable proportion to that of paid funerals. The reason was, no 
doubt, to be found in the excessive charges for burials which the poor could not 

pay. The liberal way in which the Western Synagogue would act towards the 
German Synagogue must affect this question by diminishing pauper funerals, it 
being understood that there should be no interments of this kind, the German 
Synagogue having undertaken to pay the expenses in each instance. The reason 
why that synagogue had terminated its arrangement with the United Synagogue 
was not because its burial charges wete tmreasonable—he understood the oppo- 
site was the case—but because it Was repttnant to them that deceased memt 
should be buried as “strangers.” In perffitting the German Synagogue to con- 
duct the funerals with their own officials, the Western Synagogue would be only 


conceding what they themselves had applied for a few years ago, and which, if 


granted, would have obviated the necessity for acquiring a new burial ground. 
~The motion was then carried nnanimously. | | 
The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

LIVERPOOL. 


The Rev. S. Singer de'ivered a sermon on Sunday last,on behalf of the Liver- 
pool Philanthropic Society, in the Princes Road Synagogue, Taking his text from 
Gen. xxiii, 5, “I will fet h a morsel of bread and you shall refresh your hearts, after 
that you may pass on,”’ he spoke at some length upon the eubject of hospitality, as 


understood and practised by the ancient Israelites. It was not to be denied. how- 


ever, that the condition of society in modern times tended to make this old Jewish 
virtue fall more and moreinto disuse. The vast growth of modern cities : the col- 
lection of hundreds of thonsands of inhabitants within a comparatively sm«ll area, 
the ease and rapidity with which people now passed trom country to country, the 
difficulty of sifting the characters of our fellow-men, the fear of imposture, the 


struggle for life, and what we were pleased to call the necessities of life, these 


and many other causes helped to restrict the proverbial hospitality of the Jew in 
the sense in which the word was formerly understood. ‘‘An Englishman's house 
is his castle,” is often interpreted to mean that itis his fortress, within which he 
entrenched himself as if he hadto stand a siege,and where he wason guard with 
few exceptions, against all comers. Nay. the very idea of hospitality had under- 
gone a change, for we gradually understood by it the pleasure of entertaining those 
of our friends who could afford to provide for their own entertainment. Leta man 
have enough for a dozen meals and the chances were that he would be invited to 
a dozen more. Let him not have enough for one, and who thought of offering him 
hospitality ? Time was when it was a point of honour and of re'igious duty among 
Jews to open their doors wide to the poor, when the table on the Sabbath eve and 
morn was considered incomplete unless some humble wayfarer was present, some 
lowly guest to join the family circle ; when a sort of generous rivalry us:d to be 
kept up among the members of a congregation as to who should have the privilege 
of being the poor man’s host, Let us readily admit the altered state of things. Even 
an Abraham, he conceived, would find it difficult to onen his tent—however wide 
his heart might be—to the thousands of poor and distressed that were to be met 
with in a city like that in which the preacher was speaking. But what would a 
man like Abraliam do? Filled with the same love and sympathy for those that

He would try to discover, and to give counsel and relief to some at least of the

shipwreck of the Stat>, ‘ whatever was solid and valuable generally went to the. 
bottom. whatever was light and worthless floated on the surface ;” perceiving that 
the most meritorious among the poor, ever hide their faces. aid t er sorrows from 


the world, he would goin diligent seirch of such as these aud reserve for them the 


richest treasures of his sympathy. Wherever he went he would bring some /irht 

with him, he would leave some blessing behind him Was itan imaginary charac- 

ter that had just been placed before his hearers? UHetrusted not. Separate features 
of such a portrait might be recognised among living men end women, whom God 

in His mercy still permitted to be among us, asif to redeem mankind at large from 
the reproach of utter selfishness. But if people wished to have these various quali- 
fications living and working together, there was no way in which it could be done 
so well as by upholding some combination for dealing systematically with the mas3 
of poverty and misfortune in the community. No private individual, howeve: 
well intentioned, could cope with it. What was needed was the extended knowledge, 
the thoroughness of investigation, the fulness of judgment, as well as the multiplied 
resources that came with co-operation alone. Such an opportunity for uniting and 
directing their benevolence was afforded by the society on behalf of which the 
preacher was pleading. The fact must be recognised that the tendency of our age 
in reference to all charitable work was a tendency towards organisation, For this 
also there was good authority. We were beginning to.understand the principle at 
which, according tothe Midrash, the Mcsaic law hinted centuries ago, when it foretold 
that while Israelites were bent upon obeying God's com nandments, ‘five of them 
should pursue a hundred of their enemies, and a hundred of them should pursue 
ten thousand.”’ The proportion was evidently wrong ; but, in all probability, it was 
designedly wrong. The passage it was suggested, was intended to indicate that 
whenever earnest men were kanded together in considerable numbers, marshalling 


their forces and intelligently organising their means, then success in defeating their 


enemies—were they human foes or human sufferings—should be out of all proportion 
to their mere numerical strength. In this troop of soldiers, for the holiest of causes, 
he asked every one of his hearers to becomé enrolled. What the hospitality of the 
individual could no longer accomplish the united efforts of a multitude would be 
easily able to achieve, especially if, as he hoped would be the case that day, they

having for its object a permanent and substantial increase in its annual income, 
This charity, like most others, has been hitherto dependent upon a comparatively 
few generous members of the ccmmunity, and in consequence of the lack of more 
extended support, there was a continuall7 recurring deficit in the acoounte, which 
has to be made up by spesmcdic appeals to the benevolent, It has always been felt 
to be a gross injustice that the communal burdens should be borne by so restricted 
a section of the Jewish public, and that many who could at least afford to give 


sibility towards their poorer brethren. To remedy this evil the ex-Treasurer of the 
Board, Mr, Albert H. Samuel, F.C.S., last year hit wpon the expedient of sending 
charity boxes to the homes of the Jewish inhabitants of the city, with the view of 
having them collected annually and adding their contents to the funds of the 
Board. In this way 300 boxes were distributed among all classes and sections of 
the community, and every one was given an opportunity of contributing, were it but 
a trifling sum, towards the relief of the poor. The experiment has proved most 
successful. The first year has now expifed, and the proceeds of the boxes have 
reached the sum of £170, When it is remembered that a Very large proportion of 
boxes found their way to the houses of people in a comparatively humble position 
in life, such as small shopkeepers and working tailors, this result must be pronounced 
highly eatisfactory, 
Very gréat credit is due to Mr. A. H. Samuel for his indefatigable labours in 
comhection with the working of the scheme, and the Board at its last meeting 
ssed a hearty vote of thanks to him for his untiring exertions, The work has been 
eartily taken up by the present Treasurer, Mr. A. L. Banas, and it is hoped that

It is not pleasant to retlect’ that some part 
of the contributions made to Hebras by their members would be an acceptable 
addition to the funds of the United Synagogue. We say some part of the 
contributions, because it must not be forgotten that a subseription to a 
Hebra is not designed for the maintenanee of Divine Worship alone.

ihe persecution suffered by the Jews of Demnat at the hands of their crue} 
Governor being the most interesting topic of the day, and one deserving of public 
attention, we as Jews cannot refrain from reverting to it on every occasion, | 
Unfortunately, notwithstanding the earnsst appeals made through the 
local press none of any importance has been made by those who possess influence, 
on behalf of these unfortunates. The last number of the Rércil du Maroc pub- 
lished some heartrending accounts received from those quarters. I send you anum- 
ber of that paper for further details. Suffice it to say that many documents have 
been laid before me which not only confirm all that is published, but represent 
matters in blacker colours, As proofs of this we see more than a dozen men, for. 
merly known as the leaders of that community and men of substance, lounging 
about the streets of Tangier like beggars. Their food is bread and onions, or bread 
and fruit, and most of them have not even a change of garments nor the means of 
buying it. These are among the number whose houses and stores are either sacked 
or sequestered by the Governor since they left Demnat. In letters sent them by 
their friends, they are told that thereis no hope of anything being sent them because 
their property has become inaccessible ; most of the r Movrish debtors have paid the 
Governor who gave them a discharge on behalf of the credi:ors, and thcse who are 
honest enough to conceal their indebtedness from this functionary, and prefer to 
pay their lawful creditors, dare not help them because the Governor has threatened 
with dire punishment all who venture to give the Jews anything in the way of 
money, grain, fruit, or goods, How on earth can these unfortunates return to their 
homes on the mere strength of a letter from the Grand Vizier, which a'l know to 
be nothing but a subterfuge to stave off the remoustrance made by some European 
Representatives, this fanctionary being himself a great anti-Semite and well paid 
by the guilty Governor ? | | 
It is deplorable to sce a paper like the Gibraliavy Chronicle, while declaring 
that Jewish grievances are not overrated, consider them too exacting because 
they wish to sec the Sultan, to have this govcrnour removed, and to be indemnified. 
i ask, in the name of all tha® is sensibie, what is there so preposterous in the-e de- 
mands, even if they were true. The victims of many years’ per-ecution wish to see 
the Sultan because they have a right to it by precedent as well as by usage of the 
country. The Sultan is accessible to all, and has his days and hours for hearing peti- 
tions and complaints ; why should the representatives of 8U0 families be debarred 
fron a privilege enjoyed by the commonest petitioner? As to the second request‘, I 
may safely say it is contestable; the Jews have not asked for the Governor’s removal 
but merely that he should be called to account for his misdeeds, and when he is 
proved guilty, they willask the Sultan to-relieve his victims from such an cppressor. 
This is not the first time a similar act ha3 been done by the Sultan. The Jews of 
Safi, Mazagan, and some other towns have been withdrawn from a governor's 
control, and placed under the jurisdiction of other functionarics. As to the in- 
demnity, this is again a misrepresentation, for it is not an indemnity that they ask, 
but the restitution of their property illegally wrested from them by their governor, 
Who on earth the Gibral/ar Chronicle got its cue from is more than I cau guess, but 
i's article on this heading seems to have neither head nor tail, and mercly echoes 
the words of some secret enemy of the Jews whose desire,it would seem, is to prevent 
any interest on the part of European communities from being taken on behalf of 
these unfortunates. 
I hear that the American representative at Tangier has sent another letter to 
the Sultan appealing to his Majesty's sense of justice, and requesting that these 
people might have a hearing, and if the Goveraor cannot be called to account, to 
allow the victims to realise allthey have at Demnat and to remove to another dis- 
trict. From all I see there is a decided anti-Jewish feeling prevalent at the Sulcan’s 
Court, and I regret to say the contagion has reached many of the foreign represen- 
tutives, whose aim seems to be to ac yuire influence with some of the hizh function. 
aries at Court. 
Ever since the Sultan’s arcival at Fez, the Jews have been called by the Grand 


Vizier and admonished for wearing shoes, and even those who pleaded foreign — 


nationality were threatened with ill-usage if they persi-tei in retaining the privilege 
which they enjoyed for many years. 


In the short space of a fortnight tere have been four cases of ill-treatment of © 
Jews who wore shoes—cne was an American-protected subject,and three were French. 


The former has been persuaded to forgive the aggressors, who were soldiers, while

established fact, and all know that their enrolment will only mean ill-usage and 
brutal persecution by their superiors and comrades, retaliation ‘being entirely out 
of their power and redress out of their reach, The consequence will be a whole- 
‘ale apostasy of those who cainot afford to buy foreign protection, Only the other 
day I observed a young man wearing the uniform of a Government soldier, whose 
pepper-shaped red cap seemed longer than ordinary, and whose fair complexion and 
bine eyes indicated a denizen of the northern clime ; a short briar-root pipe in his 
1nouth confirmed my opinion that he wasno Moorish gentleman. Approaching the 
group he was conversing with I heard to my surprise that he spoke in Spanish with

enquiry I learned that he was a Polish Jew, one of the many who escaped the recent 
Russian outrages and sought refuge in forsign lands; his star brought him to this 
country, and having found his way to the Sultan's Court, he sought service in the 
army, to obtain which he had to change his religion and embrace Mohamedanism, 
He is now a Moorish soldier, and receives equal to fivepence per day out of which 
he must find himself in everything, Here is an instance of what Jews, entering the 
Sheriffian service, may expect at the hands of their Government.

This overcrowding had aricen maiu!ly from the 
contiaual prescure outward from the City of London ; and in the last 25.years, the 
working poor, to whom it wasof great importance to find house rocm near their 
places of employment, had flocked across the Ciiy borders into Whitechapel, driven 
thither by the various im provements and clearances. The opcrations ot the Metro- 
politan Board of Works under the Artisans’ Dwellings Act had evicted a popwlation 
of no fewer thon 9,000 persons in Whitechap:]: and another incentive to over- 
crowdiie was given by the extensive works of the Tilbury and Southend Railway, 


which had displaced 2.579 people without making any provision for the poor thus 


driven away. To summarize the present condition of Whitechapel, he might state 
that the census population in IS8l was 71.363, and the probable population now was 
69,.363—a diminution of only 2.000 since tut the 8.264 houses’ of 1871 were. 
now redficed to 7,001, and of the total displacement (no fewer than 11,859 persons) 
resulting fromthe improvement schemes and 1ra‘lway operations, only 5,112 had 
been provided for elrewhere in the district, leaving, therefore, 8.737 persons unpro:

“Fair Diana” is a capital hunting novel, full of rattling descriptions of runs 
in the grass countries, but with a genuine human and dramatic interest which 
one hardly expects to find in a handsome volume bound in “ pink,’’ with the 
brush, the pug, and the jumping pony on the covers, and with clever coloured 
lithographs by G. Bowers interspersed among the Ilctter-press. A greater 
surprise awaits many of our readers‘in learning that the well-known sporting 
writer ‘f Wanderer ” is a member of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion and belongs to a family distinguished among the Jews by its charities and 
strict adhesion to the ancestral faith..
